Former Comanchean 
Returns On Visit 


Dwight Hemphill, formerly of 
Comanche, has been here this 
week visiting friends and relatives. 
Young Hemphill, who lived heTe 
until 1033. has been working as 
a maratime worker since leaving 
Comanche, and tells of many ex­ 
citing times on the high seas. 
One of h»s experiences included 
being on the first American ship 
to be stopped by a German sub­ 
marine in the present war. Hemp­ 
hill, in explaining the incident, 
says that the ship that he was 
sailing on, the George O. Hunt­ 
er,” a Standard Oil tanker, left 
Glasgow, Scotland on September 
9. 1940. 
After being out at sea for 
a 
couple of days, the Oerman raider 
stopped the Standard Oil tanker. 
"Nothing happened.” says Hemp­ 
hill. but it got a big play in all 
of the newspapers, newsreels, and 
over the radio. 
In 
the 
eight 
years at 
sea. 
Hemphill estimates that he has 
crossed 
the 
Atlantic 
at 
least 
twenty-five to thirty times, and 
got as far as the Mediterrean 
Sea and Italy twice. Most of the 
stops were made in the British 
Isles. 
Hemphill has worked on pas­ 
senger ships, freighters, and tank­ 
ers since becoming a seaman, and 
has 
been
